President Pro Tem.—Lhe President Pro Tem shall, in the absence of the 
president take the chair and eall the Senate to order at the hours of the meet- 
ing of the Senate and have the same powers of the President, but the Presi- 
dent Pro Tem shall vote as any other member of the Senate. When the Senate 
is equally divided the Secretary shall take the decision of the President. 


RULE IV. 

Absentees.—No Senator shall absent himself from the service of the Senate 
without leave first obtained. A less number than a quorum of the Senate are 
hereby authorized to send the Sergeant-at-Arms, or any other person, for any 
or all absent Senators, as the majority of such Senators present shall agree, at 
the expense of such absent Senators, respectively, unless such excuse for non- 
attendance shall be made as the Senate, when a quorum is convened shall judge 
sufficient, and this rule shall apply as well to the first meeting of the Senate, 
at the legal time of meeting, as to each day of the Session after the hour has 
arrived to which the Senate stood adjourned. 

The President, or acting President, of the Senate, or if less than a quorum 
thereof shall have the power to issue process, directed to the Sergeant-at-Arms, 
or any other person, to compel the attendance of the Senators absent without 
leave. Any Senator who shall refuse to obey such process, unless sick and un- 
able to attend, shall be deemed guilty of contempt of the Senate, and the 
Sergeant-at-Arms or other person to whom such process may be directed, shall 
- have the power to use such force as may be necessary to compel the attend- 
ance of such absent Senator, and for this purpose he may command the as- 
sistance of any and all peace officers of the County, or of any County in the 
State.

RULE VI. 

Introduction of Bills —AI] Bills and Resolutions, Reports and Papers when 
introduced, shall be indorsed with the name of the Senator or Committee pre- 
senting the same to the Senate with the date of introduction thereon. Every 
Bill shall be introduced by a Senator after a notice given, or by an order of the 
Senate, or on the report of a Committee, and shall be accompanied by a 
carbon or other copy thereof, and one days notice, at least, must be given of the 
introduction of a Bill, unless two-thirds of the members present shall vote to 
dispense with such notice, provided that where a bill is introduced by a Com- 
mittee no such notice shall be required. 


RULE VII. : 

Three Readings of Bills—Every Bill, Memorial, or Joint Resolution re- 
quiring the signature of the Governor shall receive three several readings pre- 
vious to its passage, and the President shall give notice at each reading whether 
it be the first, second, or third reading. But no such Bill, Memorial or Joint 
Resolution shall receive a second and third reading on the same day. 


RULE VIII. 

Commitments.—No Bill or Joint Resolution shall be Committed or 
Amended until it has been twice read. If objections are raised to the Bill on 
its first reading, the question shall be, “Shall the Bill be rejected?’ If no ob- 
jection be made, or the question to reject be lost, the Bill shall go to its see- 
ond reading without further question. 


RULE IX. 

Bill or Memorial Requiring Three Readings.—On the Second reading every 
Bill or Memorial requiring three readings, shall be referred to the appropriate 
standing committee which shall be announced by the President, unless the Sen- 
ate on motion, make a different order in relation thereto; and the Secretary of 
the Senate, shall take a dated receipt of the Ciaran of each Committee for 
all bills delivered to such Committee. , 


RULE X. 

Printing of Bills and Papers.—Three Hundred conies of every Bill, 
Memorial and Joint Resolution requiring three readings shall be printed after 
the second reading and report thereof from the appropriate Committee, in case 
such Committee, or a minority thereof, shall recommend the passage of the 
same. And in any event the Senate may order the printing of any Bill, 
Memorial, or Joint Resolution and all Bills, Memorials or Joint Resolutions 
that shall be printed must be returned by the Printing Committee within three 
days unless further time is granted by order of the Senate and Chairman 
of the Committee, and shall remain at least one day on the files after being 
printed before being considered. Provided, that under no circumstances shall 
the original Bill be placed in the hands of the printer, but a true copy there- 
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of shall be made under the direction of the Printing Committee, and forthwith 
- by that Committee delivered to the Printer. 


RULE XI. 

Bills to be Read Twice at Length.—The first and third reading of every 
Bill, Resolution or Memorial shall be at length, unless the Senate by a two- 
thirds vote shall dispense with one reading at length. And in no case of Bills 
appropriating money shall the requirements of two readings at length be dis- 
pensed with without the unanimous consent of the Senators present. 

The second reading of every Bill, Resolution, or Memorial shall be by its 
title. 

RULE XII. 

Engrossment of Bills.—The final question upon the second reading of 
every Bill or other paper, originating in the Senate, and requiring three read- 
ings previous to being passed shall be, “Shall it be engrossed and read a third 
time?” And upon every such Bill originating in the House of Representatives, 
“Shall it be ordered to a third reading?’ And no amendments shall be re- 
ceived for discussion at the third reading of any Bill, but it shall at all times 
be in order before the final passage of such Bill, to move its recommitment 
under special instructions. 

RULE XIII. 

Question on Passage of Bills—Upon a third reading of a Senate Bill, the 
question shall be stated thus: ‘This Bill having been read three several times, 
the question is, ‘Shall the Bill pass?” Upon a third reading of the House 
Bills the question shall be stated thus: “This Bill having been read three sev- 
eral times, the question is, ‘Shall the Bill be concurred in? ”’ 


RULE XIY. 

Bills, Amendments, and Resolutions Engrossed.—All Bills, Amendments 
and Resolutions, after being engrossed, in pursuance of the order of the 
Senate, shall be carefully examined, compared and reported back by the Com- 
mittee on engrossed Bills, the engrossed copy to be transmitted to the House 
of Representatives, with the proper endorsements, and the original retained by 
the Senate. 

RULE XV. 

General File.—AlIl bills having received two readings and reported back 
by a Committee shall constitute the general file. Bills in the General File 
shall be arranged therein by the Secretary in the order in which they are re- 
ported, or referred thereto as aforesaid, and shall be considered in the same 
order unless the Senate shall direct otherwise. 


RULE XVI. 

Bill or Resolution Open to Amendment.—Substitutes may be offered at 
any time when a bill or resolution is open to amendment previous to engross- 
ment, and when adopted, shall take the place of the original bill or resolu- 
tion and shall be open to amendment. 


RULE XVII. 
Motion or Proposition on Subject Different—No motion or proposition 
on a subject different from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment or substitute.

When a Senator Shall Speak.—Hvery Senator when he speaks, shall, 
standing in his place, address the President, and when he has finished he shall 
sit down. No Senator shall speak more than twice in any one debate on 
the same day and at the same stage of the bill, without leave; and Senators 
who have once spoken shall not again be entitled to the floor (except for ex- 
planation) to the exclusion of another who has not spoken. 


, RULE XXVIII. 
Who Shall Speak.—When two or more Senators shall rise at once, the 
President shall name the Senator who is to speak first. 


RUGERXXEX, 
When Called to Order.—When a Senator shall be called to order he 
shall sit down until the President shall have determined whether he is in 
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order or not; and every question of order shall be decided by the President 
subject to an appeal to the Senate by any Senator. If the Senator be called 
to order for a word spoken, the exceptional language shall be immediately taken 
down in writing. 
RULE XXX. 

Previous Question.—The previous question shall be in this form: ‘Shall 
the main question be now put?’ It shall only be admitted when demanded by 
a majority of the Senators present upon division and its effect shall be to put — 
an end to all debate and bring the Senate to a direct vote upon amendments 
reported by a Committee, if any, upon pending amendments and then upon 
the main question. On a motion for the previous question and prior to the 
seconding of the same, a call of the Senate shall be in order; but after a ma- 
jority of the Senators have seconded such motion no eall shall be in order 
prior to the decision of the main question. If the previous question is nega- 
tived, the Senate shall proceed in the same manner as if the motion had not 





been made. 
RULE XXXII. 

No debate on Motion for the Previous Question.—On a motion for the 
previous question, and under the previous question, there shall be no debate. 
And all incidental questions of order arising after a motiou is made for the 
previous question (or while acting under the previous question), shall be de- 
cided, whether on appeal or otherwise without debate. 


RULE XXXII. 

When Ayes and Noes Called for.—When the Ayes and Noes shall be called 
for by two members present, every member within the bar of the Senate at 
the time the question was put shall declare openly without debate his assent 
or dissent to the question. In taking the’ Ayes and Noes, and upon the call 
of the Senate, the names of the Senators shall be taken alphabetically. When 
the Ayes and Noes shall be taken upon any question in pursuance of this 
rule, no Senator shall be permitted under any circumstances whatever to vote 
after the decision is announced from the chair. 


RULE XXXIITI. 

Senator Absent Without Bar of Senate-——Whenever any Senator is Absent 
without the bar of the Senate when his name is called on the call of Ayes 
and Noes on any vote about to be taken, his vote shall not be received unless 
unanimously agreed to by the Senators present; nor shall a Senator be counted 
on a division of a vote who is absent without the bar of the Senate without 
leave. 

RULE XXXIV. 
RECONSIDERATION. 

I. When a motion has been made and carried or lost, it shall be in order 
for any member who yoted with the prevailing side, on the same or succeeding 
day to move for the reconsideration thereof, and such motion shall take prece-

RULE XXXV. 

No Report to be Made to the House.—If a Senator gives notice that he 
intends to move a, reconsideration, the Secretary shall not report the bill or 
resolution to the House of Representatives, until the resolution to reconsider 
is disposed of. 

RULE XXXVI. 

Titles of Bills to be Inserted in Journal.—The titles of Bills and such 

other parts thereof only as shall be affected by any proposed amendments, shall

be inserted in the Journal. 
RULE XXXVII. ; 
‘Proceedings of Senate to be Entered in Journal.—The proceedings of the 
Senate, when not acting as a Committee of the Whole, shall be entered on the 
Journal as coneisely as possible, care being taken to record a true and accurate 
account of the proceedings; but every vote of the Senate shall be entered on 
the Journal, and a brief statement of the contents of each petition, memorial 
or paper presented to the Senate shall also be inserted in the Journal. 


RULE XXXVIII. 

Rules of the Senate in Committee of the Whole.—The rules of the Senate 
shall be observed in the Committee of the Whole, as far as applicable, except 
limiting the number of times of speaking and except that the Ayes and Noes 
shall not be taken. 

> RULE XXXIX. , : 

In all cases not provided for in these rules, the proceedings of the Senate 
shall be governed by the law and practice as laid down in “Reed’s Rules of 
Order.” 

RULE XL. 

Rules, When Can. Be Changed.—No standing rule or order of the Senate 
shall be rescinded or changed without the concurrence of a majority of the 
Senate and one day’s notice being given of the motion therefor, which motion 
shall embrace the proposed amendment; but a rule or order may be suspended 
temporarily by a vote of two-thirds of the Senators present, except Rules or 
Orders relating to the final passage of bills. 

All proposed amendments on any proposed new rules shall be referred 
to the Committee on Rules without debate. 


RULE XLI. 

Rooms, Passages and Buildings of Senate Under Control of President.—The 
rooms, passages and buildings set apart for the use of the Senate shall be 
' under the control and direction of the President of the Senate; he shall see 
that all the officers of the Senate perform their respective duties and may as- 
sign places to reporters. 

RULE XLII. 

Disturbance or Disorderly Conduct in Lobbies.—In case of a disturbance 

or disorderly conduct in the lobbies, the President (or Chairman of the Com-

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mittee of the Whole Senate) shall have the power to order the same to be 
cleared. 
RULE XLITII. 

President's Right to Name Senator to the Chair.—The President shall 
have the right to name any Senator to perform the duties of the Chair, when 
the President pro tem is. not present in the Senate Chamber, who is hereby 
vested during such time with all the powers of the President, but such Senator 
shall not lose the right of voting on any question while so presiding. 


RULE: XLIYV. 
Messengers Introduced.—Messengers may be introduced in any stage of 
business, except while a question is being put, where the Ayes and Noes are 
being called, or while the ballots are being counted. . 


RULE XLV. 

Duty of Doorkeeper, Sergeant-at-Arms, and Agsistant Sergeant-at-Arms in 
Preserving Order.—It shall be the duty of the doorkeeper to prohibit all per- 
sons except Senators, Ex-Senators, Members of the House of Representatives, 
State Officers, Officers of the two Houses, and such reporters as may have 
seats assigned them by the President, from coming within the bar of the 
Senate, unless invited by the President or a Senator, and it shall be the duty 
of the Sergeant-at-Arms or Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms to arrest for contempt 
all persons outside the bar or in gallery found engaged in loud conversation, 
or otherwise making a noise to the disturbance of the Senate. 


RULE XVI. 
Nominations From the Governor.—When nominations shall be sent by the 
Governor to the Senate for their confirmation, the same shall be, unless the 
Senate shall by a majority vote otherwise direct, acted upon at once. 


RULE XLVII. 

Secret Session.—On a motion made and seconded to close the doors of 
the Senate on the discussion of any business, which may in the opinion of the 
Senate require secrecy, the Senate shall require all persons except the mem- 
bers, and Secretary of the Senate, to withdraw, and during the discussion of 
said motion the doors shall remain closed, and every member and officer of the 
Senate shall keep secret all such matters, proceedings and things, whereof 
secrecy shall be enjoined by order of the Senate. 


RULE XLVIII. 

Engrossing and Wnrolling Bills —All bills ordered engrossed shall be de- 
livered to the Chairman of the Engrossing Committee by the Secretary of the 
Senate, and his dated receipt taken therefor, and he shall deliver the same to 
the Hngrossing Clerk and take his dated receipt therefor and all said bills shall 
be engrossed in the order of their receipt by said Engrossing Clerk; and all 
Senate Bills shall, after their final passage by and receipt from the House, 
be delivered to the Chairman of the Enrolling Committee by the Secretary of 
the Senate in the order of their receipt from the House of Representatives and 
dated receipt of the Chairman of said Enrolling Committee taken therefor, and 
said Chairman shall deliver said bills to the Enrolling Clerk and take his 
dated receipt therefor; said bill shall be enrolled by the Enrolling Clerk in thé 
order of their receipt from the Chairman of the Enrolling Committee. 
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Privilege of Closing Debate-——The author of a bill, motion or resolution 
shall have the privilege of closing the debate unless the previous question 
has been sustained. 

. RULE L. 

Time in Which all Committees Shall Report.—All Committees of the 
Senate shall report their action on all bills or matters to them within three 
days after reference unless at the request of the Committee, and on good 
cause shown further time be granted by the Senate.

The votes upon this amendment shall be counted and can- 
vassed by such officials and in such manner as is provided by law for the 
counting and canvassing of the votes for a member of Congress, and, if a ma- 
jority of the votes cast at said election for and against said amendment shall 
be in favor of the amendment, the Governor of the State shall immediately so

flict with the rules, orders or regulations of the inter-state commerce Commis- 
sion. The Commission shall present the facts to the railroad, with the request 
to make such changes as the commission may advise, and if such changes are 
not made within a reasonable time, the Commission shall apply by petition to 
the inter-state Commerce Commission for relief. 


All freight tariffs, issued by such railroad, relating to inter-state traffic in 
this State, shall be filed in the office of the Commission within thirty days 
after the passage and publication of this Act, and all such tariffs hereafter 
issued, shall be filed with the commission when issued.” 


It shall also be the duty of said Board to ascertain the actual value of all 
railroad property within the State, and report such valuation so found, to the 
State Board of Equalization, to be used by said Board of Equalization as a 
basis for fixing the assessment for all State and County taxes, and said Board 
of Railroad Conimissioners shall use such values, so ascertained, as. a basis 
for fixing just and equitable freight and passenger rates.”

Your Committee of the Whole, having had under consideration the General 
File of bills instruct me to report and recommend, that 

S. B. No. 58 do pass. 

That 8. B. No. 66 do pass. 

That S. B. No. 73 be amended in Section 1 by inserting after the word 
“town’’ in line 11 of the printed bill the words ‘“‘or city”’. 

Amend Section 7 by striking out in line 73 of the printed bill after the 
word Section, figure 7 and inserting in lieu thereof the figure 10, also by adding 
a new section to appear in said bill after line 72, said new section to be as 
follows: 

Section 7. Any railway company or corporation or agent thereof who shall 
fail to uncouple cars before weighing, or who shall fail to weigh each car 
separately and alone, or who shall fail to seal such cars at the time of 
weighing, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof 
shall be fined in a sum not less than $100, nor more than $500 for each and 
every offense. 

Amend Section § of the printed bill by striking out in line 74 after the word 
Section, figure 8 and inserting in lieu thereof the figure 11, also by adding 
a new section to appear in said bill immediately after the above new section. 

Section 8. ° Every railway company or corporation or agent operating 
a railroad within this state, when weighing coal, hay, grain or other commodity 
in bulk, shall at the time of weighing such car, seal the doors on each car 
securely so as to prevent entrance of any person until the car shall have been 
received and seal broken by consignee; and any railway company or corpora- 
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tion shall be liable to the consignee for any or all loss incurred in transit 
whether from defective cars, error in weight or the breakage of seals, the 
amount of such loss to be awarded in any court of competent jurisdiction upon 
presentation of evidence of shortage when car was received; also by adding a 
new section to follow in regular order immediately after the sections just 
added: © 

Section 9. That every railway company or corporation or agent thereof 
operating a railroad within this state, shall in weighing cars loaded with 
coal, grain, hay or any merchandise or commodity in bulk form, uncouple each 
ear from any or every other car before weighing, so that each car shall be 
weighed separately and alone, and not more than one car shall be placed on 
the scales for weighing at one and the same time. 

Amend the title as follows: 

“An Act entitled an Act to compel corporations, associations or persons 
operating railways or railroads in the state to furnish cars and power to move 
shipments of property in carload lots, to provide for the weighing and sealing 
of cars and to provide for the recovery of penalties and damages for the violation 
of any of the provisions of this act, and to prevent discrimination against 
shippers in furnishing cars and power to move their property.

trial, and the Court shall thereupon summarily direct that a subpoena be 
issued out of the Court requiring the attendance of any person or persons as 
a witness before such Court; and the Board shall thereupon have the power 
and authority to examine such witness before such Court, under oath, respect- 
ing any inquiries for investigation being made by said Board, under and 
pursuant to the provisions of this Act. The Court ‘shall likewise when any 
petition is filed stating the necessity therefor order the production by any 
person or corporation, for examination in said Court, any books, papers, _ 
records or files necessary or appurtenant to any inquiry or investigation then 
being made by said Board”.

United States law by furnishing evidence, and in any other manner which 
may seem best suited to enforce both the United States and State law, and 
to protect the interests of the people.

Sections thereafter one number. 

Strike out the words: ‘‘passengers or’, where same occur in line 269, page 
12, Section 23, and by inserting in said section after the word ‘offense’ in 
line 272 the words “provided that nothing therein shall be so construed as 
to prevent any railroad or railroad corporation from giving excursion rates 
to or from any point within or without the state’. 

Amend Section 28 by inserting at line 235 after the word “Board” the 
words “effecting rates or charges”, and also on page 15 by inserting in line 
340 after the words “shall be” the following: ‘‘fixed and assessed as by the 
Court may seem just and equitable’ and by striking out all the remainder 
of said Section.

Section IX: The rate of Taxation on real and personal property for 
state purposes in any one year shall never exceed four mills on each dollar of 
valuation; and whenever the taxable property in the State shall amount to two 
hundred millions of dollars, and under three hundred million dollars, the rate 


shall not exceed three and one-half mills on each dollar of valuation; and . 


wherever the taxable property of the State shall amount to three hundred 
million dollars, or over, the rate shall never, thereafter, exceed three mills on 
each dollar of valuation, unless & proposition to increase such rate, specifying 
the rate proposed and the time during which the same shall: be levied shall have 
been submitted to the people at a general election, and shall have received a ma- 
jority of all the votes cast for and against it at such election. 


Section 2. <A separate official ballot sliall be prepared by the County 
Clerk of each County and furnished to the Judges of Election at each precinct 
in the County, to be used in voting upon such Constitutional Amendment at the 
General Election to be held in November, 1908, which ballot shall have printed 
thereon, the words “‘For the Amendment to the Constitution providing for an 
increase of the rate of taxation for state purposes” and the words “Against the 
amendment to the Constitution providing for an increase of the rate of taxation 
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for State Purposes”. In voting on such proposition and canvassing the result, 
the general election laws shall be applicable. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Governor to cause the question 
of the approval of such constitutional amendment to be submitted at the next 
general election.

I herewith return Senate Bill No. 35, entitled “An Act to amend Section 
1270, 1355, 1360 1408, 1410, 1412, 1413 and 1414 of the Political Code of the 
State of Montana, and Sections 1354 and 1361 of the same Code, as amended 
by House Bill No. 59 of the Laws of 1901, approved March 7, 1901, relating 
to ballots, voting and election returns, and providing further for the voter 
while preparing his ballot and casting the same,” without my approval and 
with my objections thereto. 

The Bill is meritorious, in my opinion in so far as’ it attempts to 
further safeguard the ballot against fraud, and the possibilities of what 
is known as the “endless chain”, and to that extent might be commendable 
as a separate and independent measure; but it should not be regarded as 
of such importance as to engraft upon the law a narrow and unjustifiable 
restraint upon a custom which has long existed in this State by whic 
sympathetic parties have fused upon certain candidates. 

A similar Bill was passed by the Ninth Session, and failed for want of 
my approval. One cf the jobjections then urged and now renewed was as 
follows: 

“While the Bill might tend to prevent a recognition of mushroom 
parties believed by many to have no greater motive behind them for existing 
than a division of offices without regard to principle advocated, still, if this 
be true in some instances, yet in this day and generation, where there seems 
to be a well devised and wide spread effort to enlarge rather than curtail 
the rights of people, it is better to submit to this imperfection, if imper- 
fection it be, than to fly to others which might be worse by adopting a 
new method at variance and out of harmony with the spirit of the times.”

To the President of the Senate, Senate Chamber, Helena, Montana: 

I herewith return Sina te Bill No. 42, “An Act. entitled An Act. pro- 
viding that upon sale of all lands belonging to the State of Montana, 
minerals and coal shall be reserved in the patent,” without my approval 
and with my objections thereto. 

As indicated by the title, the purpose of the bill is to reserve to the 
State upon sale of lands the minerals and gold contained in the land. It 
will be observed that the term, “minerals and coal contained in the land, 
does not apply simply to minerals and coal known to be contained in such 
lands, at the time of the sale or issuance of the patent, but applies to all 
minerals and coal contained therein, whether known or unknown. 

In my opinion this is placing an unnecessary embargo upon the title 
to lands sold by the State, and one which will certainly tend to de- 
preciate their value. Reservations of this character are embodied in con- 
veyances made by the Northern Pacific Railroad to lands granted it by 
Congress, but these lands in the main have been sold at a dollar and a 
dellar and a quarter an acre, sometimes at a much less price, while State 
lands cannot be sold for Jess than ten dollars an acre. 

It is my opinion as well as that of the State Board of Land Com- 
missioners. that such reservations in the State patents would have the 
clvect of producing a leasing system of State lands, rather than a sale 
thereof..a policy which ought not to be determined in a new country by any 
hard and fast rule of the law. Besides it has been the general policy of the 
Government of the United States, as I believe it ought to be of the State of 
Montana, to encourage the exploration and development of our mineral 
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resources. If a patent to State lands contains a reservation to the State of 
ali the unknown minerals and coal contained therein, it is altogether certain 
that the purchaser of such lands will not. undertake to explore or develop 
the same, unless it will result in no benefit to such purchaser and’ might 
result in a great detriment to him, since the bill further provides in Section 
5, that any patent for lands so “sold shall also contain a reservation to the 
State and its duly authorized representatives of a suitable right of way 
to be by the State determined for the proper exploration and development 
of any mine or mines discovered in such lands and for the proper extraction 
and removal of minerals or coal therefrom. 

It is believed that such an easement and servitude as this Section 
imposes upon the land where minerals contained therein are unknown at 
the time of the patent would greatly lessen the value of the grant to the 
State from the Federal Government by interfering with the sale and dis- 
position thereof. 

It will be noted also that mineral land as now construed in sufficiently 
comprehensive to include limestone and other stone quarries. — 

I think upon the whole, with the well known disposition of the State 
Board of Land Commissioners to conserve the interest of the State and to 
protect and preserve its minerals and coal wherever known, that this object 
of reservations may well be left to its judgment and discretion.

Section 14. The Governor, State Auditor and the State Treasurer are 
hereby constituted a State Depository Board with full power and authority 
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to designate depositories with which all funds in the hands of the State 
Treasurer shall be deposited, and at such rate of interest as may be pre- 
seribed by law. When money shall have been deposited under the direction 
of said Depository Board and in accordance with the law the Treasurer shall, 
not be liable for loss on account of any such deposit oecurring-through dam- 
by the elements or by any other cause or reason occasioned through means 
other than his own neglect, fraud or dishonorable conduct. The making of 
profit out of public: moneys, or using the same for any purpose not au- 
thorized by law, by the State Treasurer or by any other public officer, shall 
be deemed a felony, and shall be punished as provided. for by law, and part 
oi such punishment shall be disqualification to hold any public office. 


Section 2. A separate official ballot shall be prepared by the County 
Clerk of each County and furnished to the Judges of election in each pre- 
cinct in the County to be used in voting upon said constitutional amendment 
at the general election to be used in November, 1908, each ballot shall have 
printed thereon the words: “For the amendment to the Constitution pre- 
viding for the care and management of public moneys and providing for a 
State Depository Board.” “Against the améndment to the Constitution pro- 
viding for the care and management of public moneys and providing for a 
State Depository Board”. And m canvassing’ the result the general election 
laws shall be applicable. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Governor to cause the question 
of the approval of said Constitutional Amendment to be submitted at 
the next general election. 


Section 4. This Act shall take effect and be in full force from and 
after its passage and approval.

Section 2 of Article 6 of the Constitution is as follows: 

Section 3. The Legislative Assembly shall provide by law for an enumera- 
tion of the inhabitants of the State in the year 1895 and every tenth year 
thereafter; and at the Session next following such enumeration, and also 
at the session next following an enumeration made by the authority 
of the United States, shall revise and adjust the apportionment for 
Representatives on the basis of such enumeration -according to ratios 
to be fixed by law.” — : 

It has been contended that, since the Constitution has fixed a time _ 
once in ten years, wher an enumeration of the inhabitants of the State shall 
be had and apportionment of representatives made by law based on such 
enumeration, there is thereby created a limitation upon the powers of the 
Legislature to make such an apportionment at any other time.” 

But whether this view of the law is right er wrong, no one at all familiar 
with the population of the several counties in this state will seriously urge 
that the apportionment made by this bill is anything like fair and just on 
the basis of the present population. . 
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I deem it unnecessary to descend into specifications of inqualities in 
each particular instance, but the growth of the state has been so pronounced 
since the last census as to make the apportionment fixed by this Bill con- 
spicuously unequal and unjust. 

It is only three years until Federal Census -will be taken. In my 
opinion it is far better to await that time than to make a euess as to 
our population resulting in such invidious distinctions. 


It is admitted that the present Representation is far from right, but 
it has not been observed that those Counties whose Representation is smaller 
than it ought to be suffered in the quality of their Representatives of the 
character of legislation upon which their personality has been impressed. 


It is my hope therefore, that the Subject of apportionment will be de- 
ferred until after the next Census, when all the necessary information for a 
just and correct apportionment will be available.

Dollars 
($800,000,000.00), the rate shall never exceed two (2) mills on each dollar 
valuation, unless the proposition to increase such rate, specifying the rate 
proposed and the time during which the rate shall be levied, shall have been 
submitted to the people at the general election, and shall have received a ma- 
jority of all the votes cast for and against it at such election”.
